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EMERSON GETS 
30 YEARS FOR 
TIERNEY MURDER 


Changes Plea to Guilty 
When Confession 
Is Admitted. 


* 


When Judge Jacob Hopkins in the 
Criminal court yesterday ruled that 
‘Harry merson's confession to com- 
plicity in the murder of Dennis Tierney 
and the robbery of $2,700 from the 
Randolph street station of the Illinois 
Central railroad on Feb. 2, was ad- 
missible, Emerson forthwith changed 
his plea of “not guilty” to “ guilty” 
and took a sentence of thirty years in 
the penitentiary. . 

Emerson had been on trial before 
Judge Hopkins for several days. The 
confession that caused him to change 
his plea in the midst of the trial was 
one he made to the state’s attorney 
when he was arrested some months 
ago. Emerson's attorney, W. W. 
O’Brien, fought hard to keep the con- 
fession out of the evidence. 


Feared Death Penalty. 

The admiasion of the confession so 
strengthened the state’s case that 
Emerson apparently feared the death 
penalty. Assistant State’s Attorneys 
Prystalski and Stanton contended that 
the confession was voluntarily made 
and that he was given no promises 
for making it, and testimony to that et- 
fect was introduced.

Traction legislation has struck a 
snag and there was every indication 
yesterday that the ordinance for uni- 
fication of the surface and elevated 
lines and a subway system would be 
laid on the shelf until autumn. 

There were several reasons ad- 
vanced for this. One was that the 

nance cannot be whipped into 
shape now, and that it will be impos- 
sible to hold the city council away 
from its summer vacation any longer. 
Assuming that action is to be post- 
poned, the traction question cannot be 
passed on by the voters at the Novem- 
ber election, as the traction scheme 
contemplated. 
A meeting of the local transporta- 
tion committee was scheduled yester- 
day to consider the ordinance, but the 
lack of a quorum prevented this, Ald. 
H. D. Capitain, chairman of the com- 
mittee, said he would call another 
meeting Monday, but was not hopeful 
that the proposed ordinance would be 
ready in time to receive council con- 
sideration before the adjournment. | 

Fisher Opposes Provisions. . 

Another reason given for the aban- 
Aonment of the proposed ordinance 
now was that Walter L. Fisher, the 
city's special attorney in traction af- 
fairs, is openly opposed to most of 
the provisions of the measure. 

Mr. Fisher proposed that the “ trus- 
tee plan be adopted and made a part 
of the ordinance. The subcommittee 
which had charge of the negotiations- 
rejected this and approved a recom- 
mendation of the Chicago traction and 
subway commission that a board of 
control be created by the city council 


to have charge of the unified system 
for the city. 8 

Mr. Fisher also opposed the rate of 
return allowed in the ordinance. The 
commissio

panies. He said the “trustee plan 
was the only scheme not against pub- 
lic policy. He said it would provide 
municipal operation of the » unified 
system and, in time, municipal Owner- 
ship, as well as “ service at cost 
Considered “Too Utopian.” 

Officials of the traction companies 
would not seriously consider the " trils- 
tee plan,“ even when Mr. Fisher of- 
fered his resignation to the transpor- 
tation committee. Even the members 
of the committee said Mr. Fisher's plan 
was “too utopian” for serious consid- 
eration. 

One of the problems the subcom- 
mittee had to deal with was that noth- 
ing could be done without the consent 
of the traction companies. The sub- 
committee could not draw up an ordi- 
nance which did not previously meet 
with the approval of the traction heads, 
as the surface car line franchises have 
nine years more to run and the éle- 
vated lines about twenty-seven years.
